S often as We call to minde the moſtioyfull and 


tuſt Recognition made by the whole body of our Realme, in the firſt 
- Seſſion of our High Court of Parliament, of that bleſſing which it hath 
7 0 pleaſed God to reſerue many yeeres in his Pꝛouidente to our Perlon, 
N and now mthe fulneſle of the time of his Dilpoſition,to beſtow vpon Us, 
"|| Namely the bleſſed Union, oz rather Reuniting of theſe two mightie,fa- 

wit LY & £22) mous , and ancient Kingdomes of England and Scotland, bnder one 
— So okten doe we thinke, that it is our duetie, to doe our vttermoſt endeucur, 
fo: the aduancement and perfection of that wooꝛke, Which is of his beginning, and whereok hee 
hath giuen ſo many palpable ſignes and Arguments, as hee that ſecth them not, is blinde, and hee 
that impugneth them, doeth but endeuour to ſeparate that, which God hath put together. Foz, 
toomit thoſe things which are euident to ſenſe , That the Ille within it ſelfe hath almoſt none 
but imaginarie bounds of ſeparation without, but one common limit oꝛ rather Gard ofthe Ocean 
Sea, making the whole a little woꝛld within it ſelfe, the Nations an vnifo:mitic of conſtitutions 
both of body and minde, eſpecially in Marttall pꝛoweſſes, Acommunitie of Language, the pꝛinci⸗ 
pall meanes of Ciuil ſocietie, An vnitie of Religion,the chiefeſt band of heartie Union, and the ſureſt 
knot of laſting Peace : What can be a moze expꝛeſſe Teſtimonie of Gods authoꝛitie ofthis woꝛke, 
then that two mightie Nations, hauing bene euer from their firſt ſeparatton continually in blood 
each againſt other, ſhould foꝛ ſo many peres immediatip befoze our Succeſſion, be at peace together, 
as it were to this end, That their memozy being free from ſence ofthe ſmart of foꝛmer iniuries, their 
minds might, in the time of Gods appointment, moꝛe willingly tome together, That it hath pleaſed 
him ſo to diſpoſe, that this Union is not infoꝛted by Conqueſt and violence, noꝛ contractedby doubt⸗ 
full and deteiuable points of tranſaction, dut naturally deriued from the Right and Title of the pꝛe⸗ 


cedent Pzincesof both Kingdomes, concurring in our Perſon, alike lineally deſcended from the 


blood of both thzough the Sacred coniunction of Wedlocke , An Union which is the wozke of God 


/ --and Nature, and whereunto the Wozkes of Foꝛte 02 Politie cannot attaine » Vee may addehere-

unto that which we haue recetued fromthoſe that be ſkilfull in the Lawesof this Land, Thatim-

mediatly bpon dur Succeſſion, diners of the ancient Tawes of this Realnte are lpſo facto expired, 
As namelp, that of Eſtuage, and of the Naturaltzation of the Subiects,And that there is a greater 


affinitie and toncurrente betweene moſt of the ancient Lawes of both Kingdomes, then is to be 


found betweene thoſe of any other two Nations, As namely, in ſtates of Inheritante and Free- 


Hold, as Fee-ſimple, Fee-t2ile, Tenant fo2 life, by Courteſie, Dover, and ſuch like, In Caſes of del⸗ 


tents of Jnheritance, In Tenures of Lands, as of Knights ſeruice, Socage, Franke Almoigne, 
Burgage, Uillenage, and ſuch like, In Witts and fozmes of Pꝛoteſſe, In taſes of Triall by Ju⸗ 
ries, Grand Juries; And laſtiy in Officers and Miniſters of Juſtice, As Sheriffes, Cozoners, 
and ſuch like, which We leaue to be further conſidered by the Commiſſioners of both Realmes, 

All which being matter pꝛepared onely by the Pꝛouidente of Almightie God, and which by hu⸗ 
mane Induſtrie could not haue bene ſo oꝛdered; Wee, and all our Subiects ought firſt with reue⸗ 
rente to acknowledge his Handie-wozke therein, and to giue him our moſt humble thankes foꝛ the 
ſame, and then to further by our endenours that, which his Wiledome doth by ſo many ſignes point 
gut to be His Mill: Mhereof many particularities depending vpon the determinations of the States 
and Parliaments of both Realmes, We leaue them there to be diſ:uſled ,accozding to the Commiſ⸗ 
ſions graunted by the ſeuerall Actes of both Parliaments. And lome other things reſting in Pur 
owne Imperiall Power, as the Head of both, We are purpoſed towards the building ofthis excel- 
lent woꝛke, to doe by Our ſelfe that, which tuſtly and ſafely Mee may by Our abſolute power doe. 
And foꝛ a firſt ſtone of this wozke, whereupon the reſt may be layed, ſeeing there is vndoubtedly but 
one Head to both Peoples, Which is Our ſelfe And that vnfainedly we haue but one Heart and 
Minde to communicate equally to both States, as Lines iſſuing from one Center, Our Juſtice, 
our Fauours, and whatſoeuer elle dependeth vpon the Unitie of Our Supzeme power ouer both, 
(God hauing miniſtred to Us ſo iuſt cauſe to inibꝛate them both with equall and indifferent Lone, 
in as much as Our Birth, and the firſt part of Our life hath been in the one, and the later part there⸗ 
of is like to be foꝛ the moſt part in the other :) Wee thinke it vnreaſonable, that the thing, which is 
by the woꝛke of God and Nature ſo much in effect one, ſhould not be one in name; Unitie in name 
being fo fit a meanes to impꝛint in the hearts of people, a Character and memoꝛiall of that Unitie, 
which ought to be amongſt them indeede. 

Wherekoze Wee haue thought good to diſcontinue the diuided names of England and Scot- 
land out ofour Regall Stile, and doe intend and reſolue to take and aſſume vnto Us in maner and 
foꝛme hereafter txpꝛeſſed, The Name and Stile of KING OF GREAT BRITTAINE, 
including therein actoꝛding tothe trueth, the whole Jfland, wherein no man tan imagine Us to be 
led by an humour of Uaineglozy oꝛ Ambition, betaule wee ſhould in that caſe , rather delight in a 
long enumeration of many Kingdomes and Seignioꝛies, (Whereofin Our Inheritante we haue 
plentie enough, if Wee thought there were gloꝛy in that kind of Stile) but onely that wee vſe it as a 
ſignification of that, which in part is already done, and a ſignificant Pzefiguration of that, which is 
to be done hereafter; Noz that We touet any new affected Name deuiſed at Our pleaſure, but out 
of vndoubted knowledge doe vſe the true and ancient Name, which God and Time haue impoled 
vpon this Ille, extant, and reteiued in Hiſtoꝛies, in all Mappes and Cartes, wherein this Ille is 
deſtribed, and in oꝛdinary Letters to Our ſelfe from diners Foꝛraine Pzinces, warranted allo by

uing Us pꝛeſident foꝛ our doing, not bozowed out of Foꝛraine Nations, but fromthe Actes of our 
Pꝛogenitoꝛs, Kings ofthisRealme of England, both befoze and ſinte the Conqueſt, hauing not had 
ſo iuſt and great tauſe as we haue. 

V pon all which conſiderations we doe by theſe Pꝛeſents, by fozce of our Kingly Power and 


Pꝛerogatiue, aſſume to Our ſelfe by the cleereneſſe of our Right, The Name and Stile of K ING 
OF GREAT BRITTAINE, FRANCE, AND IRELAND, DEFENDER 


OF THE FAITH, &c. as followeth in Our tuft andlawfull Stile, And doe hereby pub- 
liſh ,pzomulge and declare the ſame, to the ende that in all Pzoclamations, Miſſiues foꝛreine, and 
Domeſticall, Treaties, Leagues, Dedicatozies, Impꝛe ſſions, and in all other cafes of like nature, 
the ſame may be vſed and obſerued. And to the ende the ſame may be the ſooner and moꝛe vniuer⸗ 
ſally diuulged both at Home and abꝛoad: Our will and pleaſure is, That the ſame Stile be from 
hencefoozth vſed vpon all Inſtriptions vpon our turrant Moneys and Copnes of Gold and Siluer 
hereafter to be Minted. And foꝛ that Wee doe not Innouate oꝛ aſſume to Us any new thing, but 
declare that which is and hath bene euident to all; Our will and pleaſure is, That in ſuch Appel⸗ 
lations oꝛ Nominations, as ſhall be hereafter made by foꝛte of theſe pꝛeſents, the ſame ſhall bee cx- 


pꝛeſſed in ſuch and the fame maner and foꝛme, and atter ſuch tomputation as if we had aſſumed and 
declared the ſame the firſt day of our Raigne of our Realme of England; Fozbearing onely foꝛ the 
pꝛelent that any thing herein contcined doe extend to any Legall pzoceeding, Pnſtrument, oꝛ Aſſu- 


- rance,vntill farther Oꝛder be taken in that behalfe, 


Giuen at our Pallace of Weſtminſter the twentieth day of October, in the fad 
yeere of our Raigne of England, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the eight 


and thirtieth.
